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D7 Tractor pulls 40-loot Anderson 
Flexible Cultivator at 22c per acre, 
works quarter-section in 7 hours! 


T HE largest model in • the series of 
Anderson Flexible Cultivators was 
recently acquired by a farmer in the 
Lajord, Sask., district—Jerome Bechard, 
who grows grain on 6 y 2 sections of land 
with the aid of a 20-year-old son. 

Mr. Bechard bought his D7 Tractor 
new in 1952 and already had added 
labor-saving devices to it by powering 
110-volt electric lights and motors on 
his implements from generator mounted 
on the D7’s diesel engine. 

To get full advantage of his model A-7 
Anderson Cultivator, a seeding attach¬ 
ment is being prepared for use this com¬ 
ing spring. The cultivator has triple bars 
to carry a total of 40 shanks. 

The photo above shows Bechard’s D7 
moving in 4th gear (about 5 mph) in 
cool, dry gumbo. In a period of 14 hours 
he cultivated 320 acres, at a cost of 31-2 0 
per acre in diesel fuel. 

Bechard also owns a diesel-powered 
wheel tractor, in the size most popular 
among prairie farmers. He uses it only 
for odd jobs, because arithmetic shows 
that pulling a 12 ft. cultivator with this 
tractor would cost a minimum of 42c 
per acre. 

The same set of calculations (entire 


cost of tractor and cultivator, including 
depreciation and repairs, fuel, and an 
allowance of $1.50 an hour for the oper¬ 
ator) indicated a total expense of less 
than 22c per acre in using the D7 Trac¬ 
tor and model A-7 Anderson Flexible 
Cultivator. 

“And our D7 does the job in less than 
one-third the time,” Mr. Bechard said. 

He started farming in midst of the 
thirties with a brand new Cat D4 Trac¬ 
tor and debts of $95,000. Recently he told 
a visiting newspaper reporter (see The 
Regina Leader-Post of Dec. 11, 1958) — 
“By getting equipped to do most of the 
work myself, I got out of debt . . . and 
I’m just getting equipped now to make 
money.” 

Twelve years later he sold the D4 and 
farmed with a D6 tractor for nine years. 
In the next four years he operated two 
D4 tractors, finally made the step to a 
powerful D7 tractor in 1952. “Since then, 
repair costs have been almost nil. The 
tracks are like new.” M

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Museum Board Chairman 

Mr. J. L. Phelps, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, and actual founder of the Western 
Development Museum, feels that the most out¬ 
standing, or perhaps we should use the word 
astonishing feature of the Museum, is its growth. 
Ideas are the most potent things in the world. 
The Museum still follows in the main, the system 
and plans originally started. All that has been 
accomplished, has been done in the relatively 
short space of twelve years. 

Perhaps in the past, over-emphasis has been 
placed on the part the Threshermen’s Club has 
played in the one week Pion-Era Show. Possibly the role of the Museum 
as a tourist attraction has also been stressed too much.

One important activity the club could help in, is to assist our Build¬ 
ing Fund Committee who are confident that their ultimate goal can be 
reached with the help of willing workers. With a new Museum in a new 
location, following a gradual expansion program, success is assured. 

Mr. Phelps says, “when we move into the new Museum building, we 
envision having our project tied in with the University of Saskatchewan 
and the colleges and school system of the Province; this would entail 
lecture rooms and year-round demonstrations, in which club members 
could play a leading part. Undoubtedly a great educational contribution 
is available to students by utilizing the Museum’s storehouse of resource 
material. In addition, the preservation of cultural aspects is a most 
necessary and important section of activity. 

The Museum has done wonders in the past; the future looks just as 
big with promise. Just how big will be limited only by the vision and 
courage with which we face up to the challenge.”

The Pioneer Threshermen’s Club, which has served as an integral 
part of the Pion-Era since the 1955 inception, has grown to such stature 
that this year’s intriguing displays will boast a “better than ever” label. 

Hal Lewis is chairman of the organization which will present several 
outstanding attractions. 

Numerous mobile steamers will be displayed in the parade circle as 
one of the highlights in the Steam circle, which is under the captaincy of 
N. Bradwell and George Dunlap. There will be such demonstrations as a 
“Pull the throttle yourself” engine, the teeter totter and Baker fan. Of 
special interest will be a test of strength in the form of a tug-of-war, a 
number of strong men challenging the power of steam. 



Ed Charters, J. Chovin and Fred Leigh organized the gas section 
exhibit where tractor manufacturers like Oliver, Case, International Har¬ 
vester, Allis-Chalmers, Massey-Harris and John Deere will send modern 
machines for comparison against the museum’s collection. There will be 
demonstrations of the Prony Brake and A. S. Greenawalt’s display of 
the Boot Strap. The general demonstration circle will be operating on 
the promenade from 11.00 a.m. until 2 and from 4 until 7.30. 

Grant Moen of Elrose has arranged a lumbering attraction, which 
offers the Big River saw mill and plant in action plus the steam log 
hauler and logging sleigh. 
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THRESHERMEN’S CLUB 

The industrial exhibit, under the guidance of Bill Foster of Aber- 
nethy, shows off western Canadian and Saskatchewan built equipment, 
which will be in operation. Among those on display will be the Marshall 
tractor, Farmers’ Machine Company grain tank from Watrous, scale 
model dump rack, grain pickier, Grain Growers’ fanning mill, Jackson 
seperator, stook loader and carrier. 

The Steamer on the incline will be demonstrated daily at 12 noon 
on the promenade and at 3.45 at the grandstand. L. Gramson of Delisle 
completed arrangements for this display. 

There will also be the Setting-Up contests, under the surveillance 
of Harry Marsh of Herschel. Both steam and gas engines will be in the 
contests, which run from 10 to 12 each morning and 4 to 6 in the after¬ 
noon. Final awards will be made in front of the grandstand at 6.30 on 
Saturday evening.

An attraction with far-reaching appeal in previous years at the 
Pion-Era, the Indian village and show will again be set up on the grounds. 

Last year’s Indian Show was so popular that CBC television sent 
mobile cameras into Saskatoon to photograph the opening day perform¬ 
ance and transmit it into the homes of 17 Canadian cities and their areas. 

One of last year’s distinguished visitors was Senator James Glad¬ 
stone, the first Indian ever appointed to the Canadian Senate. He is a 
member of the permanent committee with the Pion-Era. 

William Littlecrow, Ed Thunderchild and G. Taylor are handling 
the arrangements for the Indian circle, which will include two or three 
teepees and the appearance of Canada’s senior citizens in native costume. 
The Indians will appear in garb between the hours of 11.30 and 2, then 
between 4 and 7. 

Indian handicraft work and pemmican will be on sale. The circle 
will also be the headquarters for costume contests and other competitions 
such as Muskeg tea making, trapping devices and native games. 

The Indian village will be located in the south-east section behind 
the old Colony House but will not be open to the public.

Calliope 



An outstanding addition to the Pion-Era this year will be the first 
showing of the “steam calliope,” the successful project of L. K. Wood 
of Mendon, Utah. 

This steam organ with its rich mellow tones has always been one 
of the most fascinating parts of a circus and comes to Pion-Era courtesy 
Western Steam Suppliers, Saskatoon, and is the only known operating 
steam calliope in Canada. 

The builder, Mr. Wood, decided that he would like such a treasure 
of his own. He wrote to the only factory which produced steam calliopes 
for details but was told that they had spent 50 years in experimenting 
and weren’t going to pass on the knowledge. Mr. Wood was a persistent 
chap and plugged away himself. Much time was spent to get the proper 
tone and harmony. 

Just a few years ago, he succeeded in constructing a 20-whistle steam 
calliope. He sold the first one to a man in Iowa. 

Then Mr. Wood went to work on a 32-whistle one and completed it 
in time for his annual threshing bee on Sept. 24, 1955. 

The calliope was used in the Centennial celebrations in his area of 
Utah during 1956 and ever since then, the steam organ has been in great 
demand. 

Dr. Hart and Herb Butler are among the artists who will play the 
tunes on the calliope.

Whereas efficient machines take much 
drudgery out of today’s threshing opera¬ 
tions, the first means of threshing, the flail, 
presented a long, gruelling grind to the 
grain growers. 

The flail was the earliest and chief op¬ 
eration of threshing until about 1860. It 
consisted of two pieces of wood, the hand- 
staff and the beater, fastened together 
loosely at one end by a thong of rawhide or 
eelskin, which made a durable joint. After 
the beating was completed, the harvesters 
would merely winnow the corn and chaff 
whenever there was a wind blowing. 



There were experiments with a revolv¬ 
ing cylindrical beater about 1786 but it 
wasn’t put into general practice until well 
into the 1800s. The grain and straw all fell 
in a heap below the drum, which was being 
turned by two men. A straw shaker rack 
was later built to catch the straw and then 
a fan helped to start the first of the thresh¬ 
ing machines. 

Gradually, horse power was recruited. 
With the added attachments, the machine 
became too awkward for men to handle and 
sometimes two or even three horses walked 
an inclined travelling platform. Later, it 
was eight to 10 horses making a circular 
path around the machine. 



Cyrus McCormick soon started field 
trials with a horse-drawn reaper, one of the 
many moves in North America, where most 
of the progress in harvesting was being 
made. 

In 1869, Jerome I. Case built and 
patented his first portable steam engine, 
pulled from place to place by horses. By 
1884, a steering gear was fitted and it 
made self-propulsion possible. 

Self feeders were added to the grain 
separators. Twine tying of sheaves, in¬

in 1876, added to the efficiency. 
By 1900, the machine was operat¬ 
ing with wind stacker, high bag¬ 
ger and weigher. 

A combined harvester and 
thresher was first sold by D. C. 



Matteson of Stockton, Calif., in 1867, and his patents were bought out by 


Holt, who had huge machines capable of sweeping to 36 feet. They were 


ground driven, pulled by up to 36 horses or mules. 


It was 1908 when the combine 
made its first appearance in Sask¬ 
atchewan, Shand and Edmunds 
bringing one into the Spy Hill 
district. Massey-Harris placed a 
combine at the experimental farm 



at Swift Current in 1922 and then the grain growers started to look. 


Now there are more than 65,000 in use across the western plains. 


And if anyone ever asks: What¬ 
ever became of the flail? It is 
still put to some use for special 
purposes such as flower seeds and 
places where small quantity is 
grown.

Journey Into the Past 

A Journey into the Past revue will be a daily highlight on the after¬ 
noon grandstand with a lineup of 77 items scheduled to pass in the 
parade. 

Leading the procession will be Nyholt’s flagbearers, followed by the 
musical ride, Pion-Era float, Museum float and Rotary float. 

As the parade progresses, articles will be bunched according to their 

era. 

The Indians, dog travois, horse travois, oxen and Red River carts 
are among the pre-1900 attractions. The next section contains articles 
familiar in the settlement period from 1900 to 1905, including sheep- 
herder’s wagon, buckboards, sulky plow, seeders and leading right up 
to a 1905 Cadillac and a 1903 Ford. 

The Sylvester drill, mounted gas engine and mounted steam engine 
form the next section. The democrats, surrey with a fringe on top, 
steamers, gas engines, Hupmobile and Barry Hotel bus are part of the 
display tagged as University days from 1905 to 1910. 

Bigger and better machines gradually work into the spotlight as the 
parade wends its way. There are gas tractors, reapers, binders, Model T’s 
right up to the complete threshing outfit and then an entry into the 
Roaring Twenties with the newer tractors, cars and a touch of the 
Charleston.

The wooden quarters are appropriate mediums 
of exchange and yet carry a touch of a souvenir.
